Arrangements 
for the entertainment of the convention 
on the part of the hostess library were 
so efficient that no one was conscious of 
the machinery. Trustees of the Portland 
Library Association apparently attended 
meetings and social functions because 
they enjoyed them, and not from a sense 
of duty. Net result—a most successful 
conference.

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The Conference of Agriculture, Industry and Science 


By Hucu C. Wuire, Farm Chemurgic Council, Dearborn, Michigan 


EW thought, stimulated by books of recent years on the associated prob- 
N lems of the farmer and the industrialist, has resulted in the beginning 
of an intensive drive to find new uses for farm products in industry, as 

raw materials. 
This new approach to practical farm relief started soon after the publishing of 
several books, among them America self-contained, by Samuel Crowther,’ Too 


many farmers, by Wheeler McMillen,*> The open door at home, by Charles 
A. Beard,® and The farm chemurgic, by William J. Hale.* 


The first impetus to the movement was given by a general call to leaders in 


agriculture, industry, and science to attend a joint conference at Dearborn, 
Michigan. Invitations were extended by the presidents of the American Farm 
Bureau Federation, the National Grange, National Agricultural Conference, 
and the Chemical Foundation. Sessions were held May 7 and 8, 1935, and 
were attended by more than three hundred recognized authorities in the three 
fields. 

Conference speakers revealed new and startling developments both in experi- 
ments and in practice. A wide variety of topics was discussed. Some of the 
most interesting were the making of automobile parts from soy beans, and the 
use of soy bean oil in paints; the process which enables paper manufacturers 
to use millions of acres of what was formerly considered waste wood; the great 
need of securing profitable outlets for farms as a means of securing national 
stability; the use of cotton weave as reinforcement in secondary road building; 
the possibilities in chemical research; the production of automotive fuels from 
farm crops; the securing of plastic materials from the products of the soil, 
and of oil from tung trees, and other similar projects.

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At the concluding session the chairman, Francis P. Garvan, appointed an 
organization committee of fifteen members, five to represent each of the three 
divisions—agriculture, industry, and science. This group at a later meeting in 
Chicago organized a permanent order to continue the work as outlined in a 
resolution adopted at the Conference proper. This resolution read as follows: 

“Be it resolved by this convention that the chairman be authorized to appoint 
from its membership, a committee of fifteen, charged with full responsibility 
and authority to perfect the organization of a National Council of representa- 
tives of agriculture, industry, and science. The purpose of this Council shall be 
not to create a new society with nation-wide membership, but to become the 
coordinating forum for American agriculture, American industry, and Ameri- 
can science in developing new industrial markets for farm products. The com- 
mendable hope is entertained that the activities growing out of this forum will: 
(1) Result in the gradual absorption of much of the domestic farm surplus by 
domestic industry (2) Put idle acres to work profitably (3) Increase the pur- 
chasing power of the American farmer on a stable and more permanent basis, 
and thereby (4) Increase the demand for manufactured products, thus (5) 
Creating new work for idle hands to do; reviving American industry; restoring 
American labor to productive enterprise; and relieving the economic distress of 
the nation.” 

The permanent organization was named the Farm Chemurgic Council; offices 
are maintained at Dearborn Inn, Dearborn, Michigan. Officers of the Council 
will serve as the executive committee. 

Among the first projects to receive consideration by this committee was a pro- 
posal to establish research fellowships in forty-eight land-grant colleges, all tend- 
ing toward finding new industrial uses for farm crops. Preliminary plans for this 
work are now in process of formation. 

Two large industrial and chemurgic projects have been announced since organ- 
ization of the Council. The first was the awarding of contracts for construction 
of a paper mill at Savannah, Georgia, which will use the rapidly growing Southern 
pine trees as raw material. The mill, costing $5,000,000 will provide employment 
for nine hundred factory workers and five hundred additional employees in the 
forests. 

The second important announcement along chemurgic lines came from officials 
of the Ford Motor Company who stated that construction is nearing completion 


on a $5,000,000 plant at River Rouge for making automobile parts from soy 
bean plastic material.

A Polish Reading List of Ten Indispensable Books 
Compiled by A. P. Coreman, Chief, Polish division, Columbia university 


The most important translations yet made from the Polish classics have been 
made under the supervision of Professor G. R. Noyes of the University of Cali- 
fornia. There is a whole series of which the most important volume is: 
Mickiewicz, Pan Tadeusz (Everyman edition). Polish literature of the early 
twentieth century is brilliantly represented in English by the Nobel prize winner : 
Rry wont, The Peasants (Knopf). FERpyNAND GoeTEL, president of the P. E. N. 
Club of Poland, is probably the contemporary Polish author best known outside 
of Poland, although a few years ago Ossendowski would most assuredly have 
qualified for this distinction. The best book of GoETEL has appeared in English: 
From day to day (Viking). The best single book about Poland is by the dis- 
tinguished professor of English literature at the ancient Jagiellonian University 
of Cracow, Roman Dysosxr: Poland (Scribner). PRoressor Dysposxtr has 
written several volumes on Polish literature which are important introductions 
to the subject, but one of his students has brought out the best treatment of 
the greatest period in Polish literature, the early part of the nineteenth century. 
This book, by JULIAN KrzyzANowskI, is entitled Polish romantic literature 
(Dutton). Several of the great figures in the world today, who are of Polish 
blood, have been honored ‘with more or less adequate biographies. From the 
literary standpoint the best one is CLARA LEIsER, Jean de Reszske (Minton). 
cannot refrain from including one of the older books which never received the 
recognition to which it was entitled because of its brilliant recapturing of an epoch 
in Polish life. I refer to Memoirs of the Countless Potocka (Doubleday and 
McClure co., N.Y., 1900). The Kosciuszko foundation, which has done so 
much to promote cultural interchanges between the United States and Poland, 
several years ago sent over Professor Eric KELLty of Dartmouth college. The 
fruit of this pilgrimage has been a series of stories, based on Polish life, which 
have given knowledge and entertainment to many thousands of juvenile readers 
and some not so young. The best of this excellent series is still The trumpeter 
of Krakow (Macmillan). A children’s book which instructs as it entertains is: 
BERNHARD, Mrs. JOSEPHINE B., The master wisard (Knopf) revised and 
adapted by E. Frances Le Valley. This past year there appeared a book of fiction 
which contains such clear descriptions of Polish life and reveals such an under- 
standing of its deeper soul (which is comparable to Pearl Buck’s understanding 
of China) that I consider it the Polish book of 1934.
